states, and even during that war,

@€n and.the girls of the south were safer 
from the negro than they are today. I 
recall dictinctly the home of an aunt in 
Carolina. It was far removed from a city 
Or @ town. That aunt was a widow 
whem the cannon opened on Fort Sum- 
ter. She had three sons, 1 think, two, I'm 
sure. On the plantation there were be- 
tween sixty. and seventy-five slaves, men, 
women and children. My aunt sent her 
sons to the front, and along with each 
boy went a slave. Three daughters, all 
Strong, healthy girls, were at home with 
her. Every. morning that aunt went 
into the fields just as her husband had, 
directing tye negroes in their work. Day 
after day she was in the fleld with a 
score of negroes, while her daughters 
rere at home attending the household 
work. At night two or three negro men, 
men in whom that aunt had learned to 
place confidence, the most utmost  con- 
fidence, slept on pallets, that’s what 
they were calied in those days. They were 
in the hal] ways. There were loaded shot 
Buns resting in the corners of the bed 
rooms, and in the library. Not a single 
time did an insolent word come to either 
the lady of the mansion, of her daugh- 
ters. On the contrary, 1 have ever been 
under the impression that there was not 
a@ negro on that place, certainly there 
Was not one in the house; who would 
not have given his life for his ‘ole 
missus or her daughters’ at any ‘time. 
The slightes, warning of impending dan- 
ger was all that was necessary to arouse 
them to action—to a defensive action, re- 
gardiess of the consequences.

If, when a slave- 
holder purchased a negro, and found 
that negro ugly and deceitful,- he was 
close ta safe when he gave to the ne- 
gros late masters those same characteris- 
tics. An open, straight forward negro 
induced that opinion of: the jate master.

“Yes, there were other negroes on 
the place,” said Mr. Branch, “but at 
that time there was never a thought of 
an assault upon .a woman, alone and 
defenseless. Some how the negro had 
been taught that the mistress of the 
house and her daughters were sacred. 
The husband and the father had been 
seen to die for them and that impressea 
the negro in @ manner that I can’t de- 
scribe. From the first lines of the 
history of the negro in America, it is 
recorded that the negro is quite an 
imitator, a great mimic. It may be 
that his love and devotion to the ladies 
of the house were imitations. And yet 
the warm, generous, impulsive, loving 
nmeart of the negro may have been at 
its best when he stood guard over the 
mother and the daughters who were 
not only defenseless when he was away 
but were wholly at his mercy the in- 
stant a cruel, brutish feeling might 
manifest itself within him. Now tell 
me why is ik that {n_ those dark, 
gloomy, defenseless days the negro de- 
fended the old home while today the 
descendent of that same negro lies in 
wait to attack the daughter of the very 
woman, perchance the same woman 
herself for whose defense he offered 
his life less than a half century ago? 
Can you?’ 
said Cliff Johnson, the in- 
Surance man, “that it will be a long 
time before the women of the south 
will put the same confidence in the ne- 
gro our mothers reposed in them. Talk 
as you please the negro forty years ago 
could be safely trusted whereas the ne- 
gro of today can’t be trusted in any 
sense of the word. Education for the 
negro? Oh, yes, that'll go; but it won't 
go very far. Your penitentiary records 
show the result’ of education for the 
negro. Twenty years ago the greater 
percentage of crime charged to the ne- 
gro Was murder, burglary and offenses 
of that character. .Crimes requiring 
strength, force and recklessness were 
the crimes tn which the negro then 
played the leading role. But how is it 
today. With a rare exceptton the forge- 
ries listed on the penitentiary books 
are on q line, showing that the forgeries 
were the creation of negroes. Now that 
is enough to convince the peaple 4®n- 
erally that the negro has underggfhe a 
great, I might say a miraculous change. 
From protecting the wife, and daugh- 
ters of his master against all -danger 
that might Nave come that way, these 
same negroes are the greatest enemies 
of that home which they at one time 
held so dear and so sacred—so dear and 
so sacred that they have been known 
to give their lives as though that life 
might be called qa peace offering. I say 
that the feeling between the races 
If you think it 
is just take a stand in front of one of 
Atlanta's afternoon papers and watch 
the white boy and the negro boy 
mingle. Within A&A few minutes you will 
realize that the feeling ts not the pleas- 
antest. But within another few minutes 
it will be pronouncedly shown that the 
negro shows the bftterness of the feel- 
ing. I have made it a point to study 
that question because my attention was 
called to it some months ago. And I 
tell you right now that the negro boy 
has long ago made up his mind not to 
be friendly with the white boy.

LRTWELL, GA., September 2.— 
H (Special.)—Mr. William Peek, one 

of the oldest citizens of Hart 
county, talks in an interestingly reminis- 
cent way of the antebellum days in 
North Carolina. Mr. Peek was born 
and reared in the Old North state, and 
he clings with an early fondness to the 
traditions which have won the énviable 
fame to the section ef Vance, Jarvis and 
Yadkin rivers famous Boone. Mr. Peek 
knew the late lamented Henry Woodfin 
Grady, in his early age, when the famous 
Georgian was then but a ‘‘harefooted, 
bright, good-humored boy,” as Mr. Peek 
expresses it. He was overseer for Col- 
onel Nick Woodfin, the uncle of Mr, 
Grady. Mr. Woodfin was one of the 
ablest lawyers in that section of «+e 
south, and was doted as the “pride of 
Buncombe county.” Mr. Peek -is inter- 
esting in some of his stories of the con- 
flicts of the intellects ‘ef the two Wood- 
fins, Nick and John. They were Strong 


lawyers, and very often were retained on 
opposing sides of a legal contest. The 
Woodfin estate was situated on the fa- 
mous French Broad river, and was the 
pilgrimage often of Henry Grady, who 
came to visit his Uncle Nick. He would 
come out to the large farm, and Mr. 
Peek and Mr. Woodfin's boys would go 
fishing with the young Grady. Mr. Peek 
nev saw Mr. Grady but once after his 
ledling in North Carolina at the Wood- 
fin farm. He heard him make his mas- 
terful address at the tamous Anderson- 
ville interstets meeting, just across 
Tugalo river, In (889. And by way of 
diversion, it may be said of the six 
Speakers on the stage with Mr. Grady 
at the famous meeting at Andersonville.

Son road, are making a tour of the ter- 
ritory between Birmingham and New Or- 
leans along the line of the preliminary 
survey. These men are securing detailed 
information as to the natural resources 
of this fertile territory and it is ex- 
pected that their reports will be placed 
before a meeting of the directors of the 
road which is to be held in the very near 
future. eon 

It is generally expected that this report 
will astonish even those who have made 
a study of the rich resources of the south 
and who are familiar with the wonderful 
opportunities offered for the development 
of this section.

President Explains his Views 
On Spelling Reform, 


If the CHianges He Has Ordered Do 
Not Prove Popular They Will 
Be Dropped—The President 
Writes to the Public 
Printer. 


‘Oyster Bay, N. Y., September 2.—In a 
letter to Charles A. Stallings, public 
printer, at Washington, made: public to- 
day, President Roosevelt wrote that if 
the changes in ‘spelling advocated by 
the simplified spelling board and put 
Into use in afficial documents meet 
popular appoval they will be made per- 
manent. If not, he wrote, they will be 
The president's letter follows: 
Charles A. Stallings, Public 
Printer, Washington, D. C.— My Dear 
Mr. SBtallings: I enclose herewith 
copies of certain circulars of the sim- 
plified spelling board, which can be 
obtained free from the board at No, | 
Madison avenue, New York city. Please 
hereafter direct that In all government 
publications of the executive depart- 
ments the three hundred words. enumer- 
ated in circular No. 5 shall be spelled 
as therein set forth. If anyone asks 
the reason for the action refer him to 
circulars 3, 4 end 5 as issued by the 
simplified spélling board. Most of the 
criticism of the proposed step is evi- 
dently made in entire ignorance of what 
the step is, no less than in entire igno- 
rance of the very moderate and com- 
mon sense views as to the purposes to 
be achieved, which views are so excel- 
Jentiy set forth in the cireulars to 
which I have referred. 

“There is not the slightest intention 
to do anything revolutionary or initiate 
any far-reaching policy. The purpose 
simply is for the government, instead of 
lagging behind popular sentiment to ad- 
abreast of it and at the 
time abreast of the views 
of the ableet and most practical 
educators of our time well 
‘as of the most profound scholars—men 
of the stamp of Professor Lounsbury and 
Professor Skeat. If the slight changes 
in the spelling of the three hundred words 
proposed wholly or partially meet popu- 
lar approval, then the changes wil] be- 
come permanent without any reference 
to what public officials or individual pri- 
vate citizens may feel; if they do not 
ultimately meet with popular approval 
they will be dropped and thas is al] there 
is about it. They represent nothing in 
the world but a very slight extension of 
the unconscious movement which has 
made agricultural implement makers and 
farmers write ‘‘plow’’ inatead of ‘‘plough,” 
which has made most American wri'e 
“honor” without the somewhat absurd, 
superfluous ‘‘u,’’ and which is even now 
making people write ‘‘program’’ without 
the ‘‘me,’’ just as all people 
who speak bynglish now write 
“wet,” “met,” “Gim, “sum” snd “Bek,” 
instead of the Blizabethnan  ‘‘batte,’’ 
‘“sette,”’ ‘“‘dimme,”’ ‘‘summe,"’ and 
‘“fyshe,’ which makes us write ‘pub- 
lic,’ ‘“‘almanac,’’ ‘‘era,”. ‘‘fantasy,”’ and 
‘“‘wagon,'’ instead vf the ‘‘publick,’’ “‘ai- 
manack,”’ “aera,” phantasy=”’ ana 
‘‘waggon,’’ of our great-grand fathers. 

“It is not an attack on the language 
of Shakespeare and Milton, because it is 


in some instances a going back to the 
forms they used, and in others merely 
the extension of change, which, as re- 
gards other words, have taken place since 
It is not an. attempt to uo 
anything far-reaching or sudden or vio- 
lent, or indeed, anything very great at 
all. It is merely an attempt te cast 
what slight weight can properly be cast 
on the side of the popular forces which 
are endeavoring to make our spelling a 
little less foolish and fantastic.

Recent Article in the Constitution Has Caused 
Much Comment By Pastors and By 
Laymen. 


NLESS all signs fail, the coming 
| | year in local church circles 18 
destined to be a record-breaker 
as regards conversions and additions to 
the local churches on profession of 
faith. The article in last Monday's Con- 
stitution, calling attention to the need 
for less attention to organization, and 
greater effort. along soul-seeking lines, 
has aroused a sympathetic approval 
throughout the entire religious element 
of the city. 

The writer has received more than 50 
letters from prominent religious workers

“Those who have had occasion to ob- 
serve the matter know that for the past 
ten years the evangelistic spirit has 
been to a great degree smothered by the 
cry of organization, and the perfecting 
of the manifold organizations of the 
church*has done much to disorganize the 
soul winners. This has been caused by 
no particular fault of any one. But it 
is now time to take our active and 
live church organizations, and make 
them count for something definite along 
soul winning lines, 


Christian Ready. 

“IT belleve the @iristians of Atlanta are 
ready for such a movement. What a 
grand thing it would be if for the next 
nine months every church in Atlanta 
should be a live and active evangelistic 
power! What a wonderful’ result would 
be shown by the final counting up of it 
all. 

“The spirit of soul winning is in the 
atniosphere, and I have never ‘before 
known as many individual Christians who 
felt their responsibility along this line 
as at the present time. 

“What we want to see is each church 
working for itself and arousing its mem- 
bers to action. Let the business men 
who are Christians be up and at the work 
as well as the women. Let us add to 
the church menvbership by hard work and 
earnest prayer. The fleld ts great and 
the harvest is white—can we not step in 
and begin to garner? 

“I am a business man employing 75 
workers. Only twenty are members of 
any church. I intend, with the assist 
ance of my pastor, 'to make it my special 
duty to get them aligned with some 
church before the year is over. 

“If any individual church is desirous 
of calling a special religious worker, why 
let them do 80, and if the Business Men's 
Gospel Union wants to help the various 
churches, let then: do so. What we want 
is a long and protracted season of sow] 
seeking. Can we not get it at this time? 

“It may be interesting to know that 
there has been half a dozen earnest 
Christians praying for over a year that 
the local churches would wake up to their 
opportunity and get their membership at 
work seeking and saving the lost, 

“If there is any way I can help the 
movement The Constitution has anly to 
call upon me to find how ready I am to 
sacrifice, if need be, for the accomplish- 
ment of the desired result. Please with- 
hold my name from the public, as I do 
not at the present time wan: to be known 
in the work, as it might hurt me in my 
work among my own employees. The 
worR must be done quietly and slowly. 
If we could get all of the Christians of 
Atlanta in secret service work for the 
Master, using only ‘their spare time, we 
would have churches on fire and Atlanta 
waked up.” .-

COTTON IS OPENING RAPIDLY. 


The Weather Is Ideal in Louisiana 


; for Harvesting. 

New Orleans, September 2.—There has 
been no material change during the last 
week in weather and crop conditions in 
Louisiana and Mississippi, according to 
reports received from The Picayune’s 
correspondents. The sudden transition 
from torrid weather to cool and fall- 
like temperature had the effect in sgme 
sections of suddenly stopping the growth 
of the. cotton plant, but this condition 
was anticipated in those localities where 
the weed had about reached the stage 
of full maturity.

The Georgia cotton crop, in most sec- 
tions of the state, is said to be in some 
better shape than it was a wéek or ten 
days ago, according to reports received 
at the state department of agriculture. 

Commissioner T. G. Frudson ig now of 
the opinion that the condition of the 
crop is about 70 per cent as compared to 
an average, while two or three weeks ago 
his estimate was 65 per cent. He con- 
siders, however, that there has been some 
visible improvement, though the Georgia 
crop is yet far from being in the best 
of shape. a 

Diseases have been noted in several sec- 
tions of the state, especially the boll 
worm in southwestern Georgia and 
anthracnose in the central section. These 
are destroying a considerable proportien 
of the crop in\certain sections. 

Picking has un in south Georgia, and 
with favorabl weather will progress, 
rapidly. Foddef has about all been pulled. 
Turnips are Making splendid progress, 
and a fine cr is promised, 


CROP IN NO CAROLINA 
PROMISES TO“BE VERY SHORT 
Raleigh, N. C., Sept. 28.—(Special.)—The' 

reports on the cotton crop from the 

various counties tell the story in the 

plainest sort of way. Green reports 50 

per cent of a crop, Robeson 60, Cileve- 

land 70, Johnston 60 and Craven 25. The 
report from Wayne says that the figures 
there must be cut 20 per cent unless 
there is a late frost. The growth of the 
cotton plants on highland has been re- 
markable, whfe on sandy lands they 
have made very little growth and they 
are no larger than they were a month 
ago; are in very large areas drowned 
by the rain, and where this is not the 
case the plants are yellow and badly 
rusted and there is great shedding of 
bolls.

POISONED FORAGE HAS KILLED . | 


q MANY HORSES.IN TARHEEL STATE 


ALEIGH, N. C., Sep. 2.—(Speciaql.)— 

R The experts sent by the state ag- 
: ricultural department to Hyde 
gounty to make special investigation into 
the forage poisoning which is killing so 
“many horses there, have returned,and as 
a result State Veterinarian Tait Butler 
is preparing a circular to the owners of 
horses in a score of counties in the north- 
eastern sections. The trouble has now as- 
gumed very large proportions, the 
weather conditions continuing the 
most unfavorable ever known. 
The report made was se- 
cured by your correspondent in a spe- 
cial interview. The experts say the out- 
treak began the middle of July and since 
that-date 140 horses have died in Hyde. 
Practi¢alHy all die which are attacked. 
‘There is now no question as to the trou- 
ble being due to decayed forage. All pre- 
vious information about such attacks has 
been confirmed. The officials are keeping 
in touch with the United States agri- 
cultural department. The situation is very 
trying. The people in that flooded section 
of the state, where usually the crops.are 
magnificent, have lost aimost all of their 
crops this year, and hence have. to use 
the forage put up last year, practically 
all of which is affected. Many of the 
farmers have given mortgages on their 
horses in order to secure funds to raise 
the crop and now they have no crop with 


| the report says that many of the farm- 
ers are ruined, yet they are bearing up 
under it bravely. The oldest settlers say 
there has been no such year in the past 
half century as the one they are going 
through. A number of people have ship- 
ped their horses to Washington, Green- 
ville and Norfolk, either to sell them or 
to have! them at places where they can 
get other food, but the experts advise 
against this course, as they believe the 
same thing ¢an be accomplished by se- 
curing feed from the up-country and giv- 
ing it to the stock. The disease is worst 
in Hyde, coming next in Pamlico, where 
forty-five -horses have died. There are 
cases of the disease in Beaufourt, Wash- 
ington, Jones, Craven, Terrell and Cur- 
rituck counties. The weather conditions 
could not be worse than they are at 
present, the atmosphere. reeking with 
moisture from the daily rains. ‘The coun- 
try is very flat and great areas are 
flooded. It is found to be difficult to in- 
duce a great many of the farmers to be- 
lieve what the experts know to be the, 
true cause of the disease. Many persons 
declare that it is due to grasing at night 
when the dew is On, others contending 
that it is caused by grazing when the 
sun is hot. Other ‘%eliefs are that the 
disease is produced by cobwebs, . by | 
worms in the ground, by miasma, mos- 
quitoes, surface water, malaria, ete. This 
state of affairs is found to be very diffi- 
cult to meet.

Berlin, September 2.—Dr. Otto Schmidt, 
of Cologne, has succeeded jn making cul- 
tures of the cancer bacillus in a certain 
mildew forming on plants. When trans- 
ferred to animals the bacillus caused gen- 
uine cancer. 

In an interview with the correspondent 
of the Lokal Anzieger, Dr. Schmidt said: 

“I am the first man to prove that can- 
cer can be artificially produced on ani- 
mals.’

He declared that 
a remedy for cancer was now possibile. 
Since he discovered the bacillus Dr.

It has been said that not one techni- 
cal man in a hundred knows how to sell 
his ability to the best advantage. As 
dean of the college of engMmeering at 
Washington and Lee University, Prof. D 
C. Humphseys has had an opportunity 
to make a careful stidy of the reasons 
He gives the following valua- 
able advice on the subject in a recent 
issue of Hapgoods Opportunities: 

“The best way to secure a position fs 
by personal interview, in which case the 
applicant should have with him some 
specimens of his work fn the draughting 
line. The next is to have some acquaint- 
ance of the man to whom you are mek- 
ing the application write him a personal 
letter about you, which wil) if possible 
reach him in the same mall that your 
letter 0 fapplication does. 

The better of application hmd best be 
very short and in the handwriting of 
the applicant, accompanied by a type- 
statement of your past exper!- 
ence, education, etc. Handwriting is an 
index of character which {fs worth some- 
thing when a personal interview is not 
possible. 

“The technical graduate who is with- 
out practical experience has but little 
idea of what his services may be worth. 
What he wants Is an opportunity to gain 
experience and prove his ability. Such 
a man, if he be a good draughtsman, a 
good mathematician and has common 
sense, can make himself valuable to al- 
most any employer. 

“In most engineering work evidence 
of good health is very important. A man 
who has to lay off on account of sickness 
frequently is not a desirable’ man on an 
engineering corps. 

“T think the high grade agencies offer 
a most excellent way to market ones 
services and that-this method will grow 
in importance. A man occupying a fairly 
good position usually does not care to 
have his employers know that he is 100K- 
ing for another place."

The bi-sulphide is very volatile and its 
vapor is “heavier than air and sinks down 
among the grain, killing every living 
thing in the course of 24 to 36 hours, 
when the grain should be aired by pour- 
ing from one barrel to another, or by 
having one or two holes in or near the 
bottom of the barrel, which should be 
closed during the 36 hours and then un- 
stopped. Tne vapor is not only very in- 
flammable and explosive but Is also pois- 
onous if breathed freely by a person. 
Hence there should pe no fire permitted 
near the place and the work of pouring 
the liquid into the dishes or pans should 
be ceservVed to the last moment. 

An entire room if practically air-tight 
may be treated in the same way, using 
about | 1-2 pounds of the bi-sulphide to 
each !0x!0x!0 feet of space, er a pin 
of he same size. 

If the grain is submerged in the vapor 
longer than 36 to 40 hours the germinat- 
ing power of the same will be impaired, 
or destroyed.

Answer—The specimen sent is what is; 
called a calcaneous marl, and appears | 
ta be a fairly god article. it may pos- | 
sibly cont&in some phosphoric acid, but 
not probable—a fact that may be es- 
tablished only by chemical analysis. It 
is, therefore, probable that its agricu.- 
tural value would be due solely to its con- 
tent of lime, which may be 50 per cent, 
and it could be used whenever and where- 
ever lime might be used. I advise that 
you send a sample to your state geol- 
ogist, “accOmpanied with a description of 
its depth below the general earth sur- 
face, quantity, etc. If it contains no 
phosphoric acid it would. not be an ef- 
fective ingredient of a commercial ferti- 
‘izer, but would have to be applied by 
the ton and broadcast,
